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Maurer loses arbitration to The News, Reed 


Two-and-a-half years and over $40,000 later, 
the Sierra Madre News and its editor/publisher, 
Jan Reed, recently won a Superior Court-ordered 
arbitration in a case filed in 1990 by George 
Maurer, former employee of The News. Dennis J. 
Sinclitico, the Court-appointed Arbitrator, ruled, 
“...in favor of the Defendants...and against Plaint¬ 
iff, George Maurer. ’ ’ 

Immediately after the Arbitrator ruled against 
him, Maurer filed a request for a Trial De Novo with 
the Superior Court. The effect of this motion 
is to appeal the decision of ihe Arbitrator. 

So far, the case has cost The News and Reed 
over $40,000 in court costs, attorneys’ fees and asso¬ 
ciated costs in defense. With the matter now being 
appealed by Maurer, this sum is expected to in¬ 
crease considerably. (In most cases such as this one, 
the plaintiff only pays attorneys’ fees on a con¬ 
tingency basis; that is, the attorney is paid only 
if the plaintiff wins.) 

Maurer filed the case, charging both age dis¬ 
crimination and breach of contract, against Sierra 
Madre’s weekly newspaper and its editor/publisher, 
Jan Reed, in the fall of 1990. 


Reed said, “I’m glad the Arbitrator, a non- 
hiased third party, rendered his decision for me. It’s 
a moral victory. I know 1 was right and it’s good that 
a third party agrees. This is a ridiculous charge and 
George Maurer knows it.’’ 

His suit also named as defendants, Jan Mad¬ 
dox, who died nearly two years ago, and Irshad 
Haque, president of the Bantam and Associates, 
Inc., formerly located in Sierra Madre and now 
headquartered in Pasadena. Although he named 
them as defendants in his action, Maurer has not 
proceeded against either of them. 

The jury trial has been set for Nov. 15. 

While Maurer did not specify the amount of 
“damages’’ he claimed he was entitled to, he did 
offer to settle for $200,000. As Maurer and his 
attorney know, the Sierra Madre News has not 
made $200,000 total in the nearly 13 years Reed 
has been its editor/publisher. 

Reed said that the loss of financial capital, 
because of paying those legal fees to defend the 
lawsuit, has been “devastating” and she remarked 
that a much better use of the money would have 
been to apply it toward capital improvements 


for the paper and print shop. The Sierra Madre 
News has been published continually since 1906. 
Reed acquired the paper and print shop in 1980. 

She said, “Even in the leanest years when I 
drew no money from the paper, Maurer was paid 
bonuses. 1 have made what 1 think is a generous 
offer in a settlement to stop the lawsuit. If he turns 
this down and continues with the threat for a 
jury trial, I will probably have to take bankruptcy. 
There is no way I can afford the cost of a trial 
at this point. Maurer is, in effect, closing down the 
Sierra Madre News and print shop,” Reed stated. 
“The town will lose its newspaper.” 

The paper also accepts utility payments for gas, 
telephone, electricity and cable televsion and is a 
drop station for UPS, all as a courtesy to area com¬ 
munities. 

Reed’s attorney, John Golper of Ballard, Ros¬ 
enberg and Golper, urged her to make no earlier 
comments to the media since he prefers not to dis¬ 
cuss his cases in the press. This is the first time 
Reed has spoken publicly on the matter.

DRC calls Van Dongen’s survey personal vendetta

The Design Review Council has responded to 
Frank Van Dongen’s survey reported in the Sierra 
Madre News two weeks ago as “a misrepresenta¬ 
tion” to the community of the DRC. 

According to the Design Review Coun- 
tiimeinbers, “Last month we all sat in an EDC 
(Economic Development Committee) meeting and 
listened to Frank tell how he was explaining the 
DRC to businesspeople when he was presenting the 
questionnaire. His explanation was extremely 
misguided and, if his presentation to the individuals 
was similar, it is surprising that the survey only 
solicited a 75 percent negative response.” 

Joe Catalano, the DRC chairman, stated, 
“Mr. Van Dongen’s explanation was that the DRC 
is empowered to make a business tear down and 
rebuild its storefront to conform to DRC standards. 
In reality, we only have review power, and only 
when plans are submitted to the Planning or 
Building Department by a businessperson. We 
review design changes proposed by others to main¬ 
tain the overall quality of the commercial district. 
We are not police, as Mr. Van Dongen likes to think 
of us.” 

Van Dongen represented himself as “the 
Chamber” in soliciting response. He is a Chamber 
member but had no authorization from the Board of 
Directors to survey the community, nor was his 


survey reviewed by the Chamber Board. Van 
Dongen, as a member of the Economic Development 
Committee, set forth on his own initiative to survey 
the business district. The tormat tor that survey 
was never presented at committee level and its results 
were never authorized for public presentation. 

; The Design Review Council went on to explain 
that one member of Mr. Van Dongen’s subcommit¬ 
tee, with whom they spoke, stated that there wasn’t 
a subcommittee meeting last month. The EDC took 
no action on the survey results at its last meeting, 
which was attended by DRC members, but not by- 
Mr. Van Dongen. It appears that the publicity 
generated is reflecting Frank’s own longstanding 
vendetta against the DRC, and was not the result of 
any action by the Economic Development Commit¬ 
tee. 

What does someone impacted by Design Review 
think? Helen Elliot, proprietress of The Spinning 
Wheel and a member of Van Dongen’s EDC sub¬ 
committee, noted, “98 percent of the people 
surveyed have never been before the DRC. I had a 
huge project and found the whole experience very 
helpful in achieving my goal of having a cottage 
look. Where else can you get all of these profes¬ 
sionals’ input for free! Can you imagine what that 
would cost?” 

“My experience in dealing with the DRC was a 
very positive and helpful one. I found them to be

Little, Wilcox have 
no time to grow old 

Talk about youthful figures — Marie Wilcox 
and F. Ed Little of Sierra Madre win the contest, 
just as they won several contests at a recent United 
States Masters Swimming Championship, laden with 
medals. 

For Little it’s rather a miracle. He had open 
heart surgery in 1979 and came back stronger than 
ever. In the 1980 Swim/Swim magazine he des¬ 
cribes his ordeal in a clever, bouncy feature story. 

His daughter. Penny Little, former editor of the 
magazine, was responsible for his having a stress 
test before he decided to enter competitive swim¬ 
ming. What he experienced is what many heart pa¬ 
tients have experienced: the stress test demanded an 
angiogram and ultimate open heart surgery. 

Little, 80 years old, said he plans to retire when 
he’s 114. “We can plan now for that, because when 
1 am 114, I’m through,” he grins his slow, mis¬ 
chievous twitch of the lips. 

Both Little and Wilcox have been athletes all 
of their lives. Both average 1000 yards of breast¬ 
stroke, butterfly, backstroke and freestyle practice 
every workout. Marie is 70 years old; Little is 80. 

Both participated in the United States Masters 
Swimming 1993 Short Course National Champ¬ 
ionship in May. Both came back with “necklaces” 

of ribbons weighted down by large medals. Both 
wave it all off as if it is nothing. 

They are lifelong athletes who have competed 
in national meets in Fort Lauderdale, Houston, 

Stanford and USC. And now the Masters... What 
next? 

Three nights a week they take off after work 
and head for their swimming relaxation. This is the

For people, the Fourth of July is a 
happy holiday. For household pets, the 
Fourth of July can be deadly. Sharp ex¬ 
plosions and pyrotechnics can incite in¬ 
stant panic in many pets. They run 
away blindly, some are lost, some are 
injured, and some are even killed in 
traffic trying to get away from the ear- 
shattering sounds and flashing lights of 
the Fourth of July. 

“Protect your pets from the noises 
and lights of the Fourth of July,” ad¬ 
vises Elza A. Lee, General Manager of 
the City of Los Angeles Department of 
Animal Regulation. “The best place for 
your pet is in a familiar place, the house 
or garage, with food and water.’’ 

“So, the best place for your pet is 
in comfortable, familiar surroundings 
at home. When you go on your outing, 
leave plenty of food and water—and 
quiet for your pet. The family 
veterinarian may prescribe a mild 
sedative or tranquilizer for especially 
sensitive pets during this holiday 
period,’’ Lee concluded. 

Having a blast 

More than 10,000 people were 
treated for fireworks-related injuries 
last year. Thr largest percentage of 
fireworks victims are boys under the 
age of 14. 

Most fireworks injuries result from 
minuse, including holding fireworks 
too long, picking up lighted fireworks 
and having fireworks explode near a 
bystander. 

Some of the safety rules include: 

• Always read the directions and safe¬ 
ty precautions; 

• Never take fireworks apart. Do not 
try to create your own device; 

• Never allow young children to han¬ 
dle fireworks; 

• Light fireworks one at a time and re¬ 
main a safe distance away after lighting 
the device. Never place fireworks in 
containers; 

• Do not try to relight or handle 
malfunctioning fireworks. 

• Cool water should be used for burns. 
If someone should suffer a serious in¬ 
jury, get immediate help from a 
qualified medical person.

The impact of the bad news did not pre¬ 
vent new activities. On the contrary, it created 
many new outlets for expression. A completely 
new type of what could be called journalism 
came into being. All sports needed announcers, 
as did boxing. When Jack Dempsey came on 
the scene, followed by Gene Tunney, Max 
Schmelling, Joe Louis and others, there was a 
veritable torrent of radio waves. 

Baseball and football soon caught the 
fever, as it was apparent from the start that the 
new industry offered unlimited profits. The ex¬ 
ploits of the fabled Four Horsemen of Notre 
Dame caught the attention of football fans 
everywhere, as did Babe Ruth, and his legend¬ 
ary home-runs in the game of baseball. There 
were many others, of course, but some because 
of extraordinary feats, were brought to the at¬ 
tention of the public in national broadcasts. 

One of the most electrifying moments in 
baseball was when Grover Cleveland Alex¬ 
ander, pitcher for the St. Louis Cardinals, was 
called in at a most critical time when the Car¬ 
dinals were playing the New York Yankees in 
The World Series. The game hung in the 
balance, but Alexander proceeded to strike out 
all three of the “Murderers’ Row” in the 
Yankee lineup, Ruth, Gehrig and Lazzeri. 
What made it remarkable was that Alexander 
was summoned from a saloon across the street, 
where he was still celebrating his victory of the 
day before. 

To titillate the listening public, the an¬ 


nouncers soon developed a prose all their own. 
There were, of course, the above mentioned 
Four Horsemen who were very small by present 
standards. The largest weighed 162 pounds. 
Red Grange of Illinois became the “Galloping 
Ghost,” Jack Dempsey the “Manassas 
Mauler,” Joe Louis the “Brown Bomber,” etc. 
Even that freak of boxing, Primo Camera, had 
a nickname. It was the “Ambling Alp.” He was 
six feet, seven inches tall. 

But for pure tongue-in-cheek hype, the 
football coaches were in a class by themselves. 
Each time a critical game came up with a 
noteworthy opponent the rival coaches soon 
found themselves knee deep in crocodile tears. 
Each one predicted that his team would be 
pulverized the next afternoon. Seldom did they 
admit they had a superior team. “We’ll just do 
the best we can.” One of the most blatant ex¬ 
amples of this was the 1930 game between 
Notre Dame and USC. 

The rivalry had already reached a high 
temperature fever-pitch in radio as well as other 
media. On the Friday night before the game, 
both Knute Rockne and Howard Jones were on 
the air, each with dire predictions for the next 
afternoon. Rockne was almost sobbing as he 
expressed the hope “that Howard and the Tro¬ 
jans would not be too hard on the Fighting Irish 
and that they would hold the score down.” 
When the sun set over the Colliseum the next 
evening the score was Notre Dame 27, USC 0. 

It was Rockne’s last big game. He was kill¬ 
ed in an airplane accident in March, 1931. So 
passes one of the great coaches of football. As a 
master of hype, he was in a class by himself.

Folks who have trouble remembering why 
we make something special of July 4 could find 
it interesting to review 1776. 

The big story, of course, was the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence, drafted by Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson, but considerably edited, as in the 
removal of harsh words about slavery. Con¬ 
tinental Congress president, John Hancock, 
made it official on July Fourth when he attach¬ 
ed his famous signature in large letters, with the 
proclamation, “There, I guess King George will 
be able to read that!” 

Actually, after it was printed, it was of¬ 
ficially signed by 56 Congressmen Aug. 2 and 
later. For his part, after signing, Ben Franklin 
coined, “We must all hang together, else we 
shall all hang separately.” 

Shortly thereafter, the Congress started a 
national lottery to raise money for the new ar¬ 
my. (The lottery was not an American inven¬ 
tion.) 

There was a lot of interesting material not 
studied in your high school history classes. 
There was British General Howe, who took 
over New York City while trying to catch father 
George Washington. He failed, allegedly 
because he stopped to have tea at the farm home 
of a Ms. Robert Murray. (You see, with the 


British, everything stops for tea, but I still 
think he should have been investigated.) The 
lady’s abode is now known as Murray Hill. 

The Red Cross did catch up with George at 
Harlem Heights, where his sharpshooters saved 
the day by outshooting the enemy. You see, 
they were armed by Pennsylvania Long Rifles, 
accurate at two to four times the distance of the 
Brits’ muskets. 

It was after his engagement that the British 
accused the Yanks of unsportsmanlike conduct, 
“because they shot at officers. The cads!” (The 
story is recorded.) 

But it wasn’t guns alone that told the tale, 
of course. At one point, half of our northern 
forces were out of action because of smallpox. 
Most of the enemy were immune, either 
because of light cases in childhood, or in- 
noculation. 

There was the unimportant stuff. Sup¬ 
posedly, cocktails were invented in that historic 
year, by a barmaid, Betsy Flanagan, who began 
serving mixed drinks with a feather for a swiz¬ 
zle stick. Therefore the name cocktail. You 
always wondered. 

We still do some swizzling on In¬ 
dependence Day, but not in Betsy’s memory. 
(And Britain still does not celebrate July 
Fourth.)

Tony Clark of Sierra 
Madre is publicist for 
Deby Morrow in a 
lawsuit, now in deposi¬ 
tion, which he coins 
“Papergate.” 

Morrow has filed a 
case against Walt Disney 
Pictures, Buena Vista 
Motion Picture Com¬ 
pany, Touchstone Pic¬ 
tures and William Morris 
Agency, among 12 
defendants. 

Basically, she charges 
that those companies 
have stolen a manuscript 
from her and have made 
it into a movie. 

John G. Davis, judge 
in the Rodney King case, 
and Magistrate Judge 
Stephen J. Hillman, are 
sitting on the bench. 

Morrow charges that 
she was in the business of 
“producing, directing, 
writing, developing and 
photographing creative 
works” which con¬ 
stituted a screenplay call¬ 
ed “Marriage of Conven¬ 
ience.”

Tom Hamill is high on Sierra Madre, in spite of 
the fact that a former employee allegedly “lifted” 
the entire office of its files and furniture, and open¬ 
ed another analogous business in another part of 
Sierra Madre. Eden Slegr was arrested by Sierra 
Madre police and the case is pending. 

The furniture and files are back with Hamill. 

Tom Hamill of Renard International said 
recently, “Sierra Madre is the perfect place for a 
business. Eight years ago I was traveling 100 miles a 
day to get to work and now I am 200 yards from my 
front door. 1 can devote all my time to sales.” 

Hamill’s office is located above Bank of 
America on the southwest corner of Lima and Sierra 
Madre Blvd. 

Hamill mans (with his daughter as secretary) the 
Sierra Madre business while Steve Renard, founder 
of the business, holds down the fort in Toronto, 
Canada. They work internationally in finding jobs 
for people with 95 percent of those jobs being in the 
hotel business. 

“We are a wonderful barometer in the world’s 
economy,” Hamill said of the business recently. “A 
banner year was 1990 until October. We placed at a 
rate of 60 percent of the domestic (United States) 
and 40 percent international sites, and now it is the 
opposite. However, hotels are starting back, par¬ 
ticularly in Florida and Colorado, Utah, Arizona 
and New Mexico. The economy is starling to come 
back in the U.S. but in California we have a serious 
problem.” 


Most of the personnel placements are in hotels 
(98 percent), restaurants, cruise ships, hospitals and 
lumber camps, he said. 

“Say a hotel in Beijing needs a pastry chef. I’ll 
get them one. Up to three years ago we didn’t place 
an American chef overseas, but now the world wants 
California cuisine because the foods are fresh with 
little cream; they are low in calories; mostly fish and 
chicken. Probably the most popular food is North¬ 
ern Italian,” he observed. 

Hamill explained how he “puts a deal 
together.” You study the clients. Like poeple at¬ 
tract. “If you have a general manager (CM) who is a 
screamer you find a chef who is a screamer. Fifty 
percent is chemistry, 45 percent is knowledge and 
five percent is luck,” Hamill grinned. “Up to four 
years ago 1 never presented a female CM and now 
they’re the hottest thing.” 

He tells the clients what to wear, what to do, 
what to say one their interviews. It works. 

Hamill started at the age of 13 as a busboy and 
fell in love with the restaurant business at that point. 
He was born in Chicago and raised in Canada, then 
came to California in 1948, attending City College in 
San Francisco. He spent 10 years at Dallas with 
Braniff Airlines, then returned to California. 

Renard is the largest of its type of firm in the 
world. Sierra Madre is its U.S. headquarters, and 
there is a branch in Sydney, Australia, and one in 
Istanbul.

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Bicycle Riding: 
The Rules 
of the Road

Tnis IS me juai m a 
two-part series on the 
road rights of bicycle 
riders and the safety cau¬ 
tions that both riders and 
drivers of motor vehicles 
should take. Ed. 

Bicycle riding—or cyc¬ 
ling—is a sport for some 
cyclists and a means of 
transportation for others 
—to some, a bicycle is 
as essential as a 
car. Yet, as a recent 
letter to the editor of 
the Sierra Madre News 
disclosed, car drivers and 
bicycle riders do not al¬ 
ways share the same un¬ 
derstandings of the 
rights of way of the cy¬ 
clists. 

There are probably a 
number of reasons for 
this. To the driver, the 
person on a bicycle is 
traveling at a much slow¬ 
er speed in a much small¬ 
er and less imposing ve¬ 
hicle. To some drivers, 
the cyclist is a nuisance, 
someone to be passed, 
ignored, not treated with 
the same right of the- 
road. 

The cyclist, on the 
other hand, sees some 
drivers as thoughtless, 
not willing to yield 
right-of-way and, in¬ 
deed, breaking traffic 
rules in making turns in 
their path, passing them 
illegally, and so on. 

There is much to be 
understood on both 
sides: drivers should take 
care to understand the 
rights of the cyclist as 
well as rules of safety 
that drivers should ob¬ 
serve for the cyclist’s 
sake; cyclists must under 
the rules of the road that 
apply to both cyclists 
and drivers, as well as 


safety precautions that 
cyclists must observe. 

Sierra Madre Police 
Chief I.E. (Bill) Betts 
states “the rules of the 
road for cyclists and 
drivers are very 
clear. Basically, the same 
traffic rules apply to 
both. As stated in the 
California Vehicle Code: 

‘Every person riding a 
bicycle upon a highway 
has all the rights and is 
subject to all the pro¬ 
visions applicable to 
the driver of a vehicle... 
including, but not lim¬ 
ited to, provisions deal¬ 
ing with driving under 
the influence of alco¬ 
hol...’ ’’ 

In other words, the cy¬ 
clist rides with the traf¬ 
fic, making right and left 
turns in the same way as 
a driver does. Betts cau¬ 
tions, however, that cyc¬ 
lists who are maintain¬ 
ing a slower speed than 
drivers should stay as 
close to the right curb as 
possible and should ride 
single file. 

Bicycle riders are to 
ride on the ROAD, in 
regular lanes of traffic, 
not on sidewalks. They 
should stay in bikeways, 
where bikeways exist. 
Drivers must not drive in 
those bikeways except to 
enter a driveway or make 
a right-hand turn. 

And one rule that goes 
without saying: drivers 
should not shout at cy¬ 
clists or threaten them in 
any way (and vice versa). 

Next week, we’ll dis¬ 
cuss the rules and pre¬ 
cautions that bicycle rid¬ 
ers should follow to do 
THEIR part for safety.

Homeless, 
the nucleus of the troupe, 
wandered about, follow¬ 
ing rumors of space here 
and there, cherishing 
their extensive mailing 
list and wondering when, 
if ever, they would find 
a permanent spot. 

Enter the hero! It seems 
that Covina, like other 
small cities, needed to find 
a way to lure people 
back to its modest down¬ 
town. Centered there 
was a real, old-fashion¬ 
ed movie theater which 
had succumbed to the 
home videos and 6 -in-l 
movie shoeboxes in the 
malls. It was rapidly de¬ 
teriorating and hardly 
worth bulldozing but 
preservationists were in¬ 
terested in saving it. The 
Covina troupe were en¬ 
couraged to move in. Ac¬

more people-oriented with 
important values coming 
into focus. It’s a pivotal 
point. With math it is 
a turning point for mak¬ 
ing all arithmetic learned 
and applying that to the 
broader skills of math.

Above all, students should 
not be traumatized by 
the idea of failing and 
should never be fearful 
of speaking up about 
what they do not under¬ 
stand.

The movie “Jurassic 
Park,” is a big summer 
hit.
